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CASH CALL FOR 
CINEMA COSTS 

Resident’s bid to town council for start-up help

A COMMUNITY cinema for Honiton could soon 
become a reality. 

Honiton resident Marianne Harman says the Mackarness 
Hall, High Street, would be a good venue for the cinema 
and if the proposed Honiton Community Centre is built, 
Marianne says the plan would then be to move the cinema 
to the centre. 

Marianne has now penned a letter to the town council 
asking for funding to help with start-up costs. 

In the letter she says: “To get a community cinema up 
and running in Honiton with mobile equipment which 


could be taken to the community centre would cost 
between £7,000 and £8,000. 

“I appreciate that we live in straitened times but this 
seems like very good value for something that I believe 
would greatly add to Honiton. In total, about £500 would 
be ideal (from the town council), however, I absolutely 
understand that the council has many calls on its limited 
resources and so would greatly appreciate anything at all 
which councillors feel they could donate.” 

If the community cinema is successful a membership 
scheme would be devised and Marianne is now planning to 
hold a test screening event to gauge interest from residents 
in the town. 

“It (the cinema) will only happen if we have a successful 


test screening which gives people a concrete idea of what 
we are trying to achieve. I would charge a nominal fee of 
£2 for the screening and charge for refreshments,” added 
Marianne. 

“We want as many people as possible to come and get 
involved. I would be happy to provide receipts and return 
any profit to the town council.” 

Honiton Town Council was due to discuss the idea at a 
town council meeting held as this newspaper went to press 
last night.

Star Sue is set to 
pull her last pint

A HONITON publican will soon be 
pulling her last pint. 

Sue White, of The Star Inn, New Street, has 
decided to call last orders on more than 18 
years in the pub trade. 

However, the building will still be used as a 
pub because national chain Wetherspoons 
looks set to occupy the premises in the next 
few months. 

Speaking to Pulman’s View Sue looks back 
on her time at The Star Inn and recalls some 
of her favourite memories, including the 
night when she was stopped by police whilst 
being pushed along the High Street in a 
shopping trolley. 

“I have decided to cease trading at the end 
of April. Our last night will be Thursday, 
April 28th, the day before the royal wedding. 

“But, as I am sure a lot of people will know, 
Wetherspoons will be opening here and 
things are progressing very well with that,” 
said Sue. 

Sue and her family have owned the pub 
since 1994 and during that time she says she 
has got to know many of the regulars and has 
had many memorable evenings. 

Sue added: “I am originally a farmer’s 
daughter from Otterton and this has been my 
one and only pub. 

“At first I didn’t know what I had let myself 
in for or how much hard work was involved 
in running a pub. Myself and my husband at 
the time took on the pub in 1994. We looked 
at a lot of pubs and eventually bought The 
Star three days before it went to auction. 

“At first neither of us had a licence so 
Derek Wylding, the former owner of the pub,

kindly offered to be the joint licensee with 
myself.” 

Throughout the years Sue has met many 
characters who used to frequent The Star on 
a regular basis and she says it will be sad 
when the pub closes. 

“Every Friday night there used to be a 
family from Honiton Bottom Road who 
came to the pub. It was every Friday and also 
every Honiton Carnival night,” said Sue. 

“Also when the post office used to be close 
to us the post men would come in as soon as 
they could after lunch and stay until mid 
afternoon. 

“I remember a time when some lads from 
Bridlington were working on the new 
hospital in Honiton and they also used to 
come in. They even slept on the pub floor 


some nights. 

“The Star is famous on the Falkland 
Islands. A couple from the island stayed in 
Honiton for a while and were amazed at the 
atmosphere in The Star so they recorded a 
week of things that happened during 
lunchtimes at the pub. 

“When they went back to the Falklands 
they handed the recordings to as many 
people as they could on the islands. 

“Friday nights used to be dare night and I 
remember one Friday night when myself, 
Phil Roberts, Alex Harrison and others took 
a shopping trolley for a ride along the High 
Street. The police came after us and the blue 
lights were flashing and going, it was quite a 
sight.” 

Sue described The Star as a real family pub 
and a place where everybody would look out 
for one another. 

Free Christmas meals where given to 
bachelors in the town who had noone to share 
Christmas with and at one time the pub was 
home to 13 skittles teams, four darts teams, 
two pool teams and the town’s racing 
pidgeon team known as the Honiton South 
Road Flying Club. 

Sue said: “I’d like to thank everyone who 
has worked with us and helped us throughout 
the years, especially Jack Willis. He was 
such a character and moved from Otterton to 
Honiton when we first got the pub. 

“I have some great memories and I will 
absolutely miss all the regulars.” 

On Thursday, April 28th, a party will be 
held at The Star and Sue said everyone is 
invited. 

She added: “I want as many people to come 
so that they can meet old friends and see 
what a real pub is like before it closes.” 
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[ Sammy was outside during that awful 
winter. He now loves his home 
comforts but would prefer a home with 
no children or other cats. He loves to be

TRIBUTES PAID TO 
TRAGIC CHRIS, 23

THE friends and colleagues of Axminster 
man Chris Ackland have paid moving 
tributes after his tragic death. 

Mr Ackland was killed in a road accident when 
his motorcycle collided with a lorry outside 
Honiton on Wednesday, April 6th. 

The 23-year-old was a senior lifeguard and 
swimming instructor at Flamingo Pool, 
Axminster, and had just qualified as a tattooist 
under Chris Williams at Chris’s Tat Shack. 

The accident happened at about 5.15pm and Mr 
Williams had an awful feeling as soon as he 
heard there had been a crash. 

Mr Williams said: “He left here at 4.30pm. I 
had a call from my brother-in-law at 5.30pm, 
saying there had been an accident involving a 
bike and a lorry near Honiton. 

“My instinct was to ring Chris straight away, 
but it went to answer machine.” 

Mr Williams called a friend in the Honiton area, 
who managed to get to the scene via some fields, 
and described the bike involved to Mr Williams. 

Mr Williams travelled to the scene and 
explained the situation to those in charge. 

He was let through and immediately recognised 
the bike. 

Paying tribute to his friend and colleague, Mr 
Williams said: “He was very hardworking and 
very helpful to everybody who came into the 
studio. He was very artistic, his drawing skills 
were second to none and he would have been a 
great addition to the studio.” 


The studio was open the day after the accident 
to allow people to leave floral tributes and try to 
comfort each other. 

The atmosphere was also very sombre at 
Flamingo Pool where Mr Ackland worked for 
about four years. 

Manager Steve Buxton and senior lifeguard 
Steph Allen both said Mr Ackland was very 
ambitious, driven and a great colleague. 

Steph added: “He had a tough exterior but he 
was really, really caring and great fun to work 
with.” 

Axminster Primary School had a scheduled 
swimming session the day after the accident. 

Mr Ackland had taught many of the children to 
swim. 

The school children paid tribute to him by 
holding hands around the pool during a minute’s 
silence before roses were laid in the water. 

Axminster Primary School teacher Julia Oaten 
said: “He was an excellent instructor and we 
wanted to pay our respects.” 

The accident happened on the A35 near a 
location known as Devil’s Elbow. 

A police spokesperson said: “The male rider of 
the motorbike, from Axminster, was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

“A second male motorcyclist was taken to the 
Royal Devon and Exeter Hospital with minor 
injuries. It is not clear if he was directly involved 
in the collision. 

“The lorry driver was not thought to be injured. 

“The road was closed while investigations took 
place and re-opened at 12.40am this morning 
[April 7th].”

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Rail firm announces 
£20m modernisation

NETWORK Rail has announced a 
£20million signalling modernisation 
project on the Salisbury to Exeter line. 

The level crossing at Feniton will see 
major work carried out, but there will only 
be minor modifications at the Axminster 
level crossing. 

Passengers using stations in Pulman’s 
Country, like Feniton, Honiton, Axminster 
and Crewkerne, can expect bus 
replacements over some weekends as 
stretches of the line will be closed to make 
way for engineers. 

Network Rail staged an exhibition in 
Feniton Village Hall on Wednesday, April 
6th, outlining details of the project. 

Feniton level crossing improvement 
works will include barriers, beams, traffic 


signals and road markings. 

What is known as “failsafe approach¬ 
locking technology” will be installed along 
with crossing cameras. 

Pavements near the crossing will be 
improved and the redundant station 
platform “spruced up”. 

The crossing will be closed to motorists 
from December 10th-18th, but will remain 
open to pedestrians. 

Network Rail is currently in talks with 
the highway authority about diversions. 

In Axminster, Network Rail will only 
carry out “minor modifications” and there 
will be no road closures. 

The low level of work is because 
Axminster is already up-to-date thanks to 
the recent passing loop project. 

Further up the line, the level crossing at 
Chard Junction will be partially renewed in 
March 2012 — but Network Rail predicts 


no more than one or two overnight closures 
of the crossing. 

The majority of the project will be 
carried out at times when trains are not 
running, but parts of the line will have to be 
shut over some weekends. 

Buses will replace trains and more details 
will be issued nearer the time. 

Richard O’Brien, Network Rail route 
director for Wessex, said: “The number of 
passengers travelling on the Salisbury - 
Exeter railway has been steadily rising and 
it is key that the railway remains robust and 
reliable to serve this burgeoning demand. 

“We want the railway to continue to 
thrive and with this scheme, we will be 
able to set up the building blocks that are 
vital to protect the future of the railway so 
that we can continue to serve even more 
passengers for many years to come.” 

A Network Rail spokesperson added: 


“The £20m scheme will significantly 
improve the performance of the railway, 
whilst unlocking its potential to grow. 

“The 90-mile long route operates more 
than 40 trains per day and is fast becoming 
a vital link, supporting businesses and the 
communities. 

“The signalling equipment dates back to 
the 1960s and 1980s and is soon coming to 
its end of life. 

“The major upgrade will renew the 
infrastructure to improve its reliability and 
extend its lifespan for another 35 years, 
safeguarding the future of the railway. 

“Safety will be improved as work will be 
carried out to upgrade equipment on major 
level crossings along the route. 

“Work will be carried out from the 
beginning of autumn 2011 and it is due to 
be completed during 2012.” 


The King’s School becomes academy — officially 


TH E King’s School in Ottery St Mary 
officially became an academy on 
Friday, April 1st. 

As previously reported, the governors 
decided to apply for academy status after 
an invitation from The Department for 
Education. (DfE). 

Academies are defined by DfE as 
“publicly funded independent schools, free 
from local authority and national 
government control”. 

The school launched a consultation 
exercise last year, which closed on January 


20th this year. 

An application was subsequently made 
and it was announced the school would 
become an academy on April 1st if the 
application was successful. 

Chair of governors Edward Bloomfield 
issued a statement on April 1st, confirming 
the school’s new status, saying: “The 
governors of The King’s School are 
pleased to announce that approval has been 
granted for conversion to academy status as 
from April 1st. We should like to place on 
record our appreciation of the huge efforts 


of the headteacher and her team in bringing 
this about and for the support and 
understanding of the staff, students, parents 
and the wider community. 

“We believe that this move will help us to 
build on the success of our recent Ofsted 
inspection, when the school was judged to 
be ‘outstanding’. 

“The change will mean we receive our 
funding directly from the government, give 
us greater freedom over how it is spent and 
enable us to be more innovative in our 
drive to raise standards yet further. 


“We are firmly committed to maintain the 
current ethos and curriculum range of the 
school which students and their parents tell 
us they value highly.

Restricted 
parking for 
store work

PARKING spaces and the public 
toilets at the Hind Street car park 
in Ottery St Mary are set to be 
restricted as Sainsbury’s continues 
to work on its new store for the 
town. 

As previously reported in Pulman’s 
View, Sainsbury’s has been given 
permission to build the store at Hind 
Street and work started at the site 
earlier this year. 

On Sunday, April 17th, the East 
Devon District Council (EDDC) Hind 
Street car park will be closed to 
residents and visitors and contractors 
will be on site the following day. For 
the duration of the works parking will 
be restricted at the site. 

A spokesman for EDDC said: 
“Building work has started on the new 
Sainsbury’s store at Ottery St Mary. In 
the short term, the works will have an 
impact on visitors to the town so far as 
parking and toilets are concerned. 

“EDDC’s car park in Hind Street will 
be closed to the public from Sunday, 
April 17th. Alternative parking will be 
available at the Land of Canaan car 
park just a short distance from the town 
centre. Parking for Sainsbury’s 
contractors will be provided on a 
separate site offered by Ottery Town 


Council in Fairmile.” 

The building works will also mean 
the closure of the public toilets in Hind 
Street. Sainsbury’s had planned to 
retain the toilet block until new 
facilities could be opened inside the 
store. 

However, due to the route that 
construction vehicles will take to the 
site, the toilet block will restrict access 
and is now going to be demolished. 

The EDDC spokesman added: “It is 
proposed that temporary toilets will be 
available on a grassed area in Canaan 
Way opposite the junction with Hind 
Street. This provision will be in place 
for the duration of the store building 
works, with cleaning and security 
arranged by Sainsbury’s. 

“Devon County Council and Ottery 
Town Council have been notified. 
Notices informing the public about car 
parking changes have been placed on 
the Hind Street site. 

“There are currently 92 parking 
spaces in Hind Street, plus four 
dedicated disabled bays. This will fall 
to a minimum of 40 bays during the 
building works. Once the supermarket 
has been completed, there will be 
parking for shoppers outside the store. 

“EDDC’s officers are satisfied that 
this arrangement should not interfere 
with the increased usage of the car 
park by shoppers who would normally 
park in Hind Street.”

Farmers urged 
to finish forms 


FARMERS are being urged to 
complete their Single Payment 
Claim forms as soon as 
possible. 

The deadline for the forms to be 
completed is Monday, May 16th, 
and staff at the Stags Honiton office 
say farmers and landowners should 
not leave the form until the last 
minute. 

John Dawe-Lane, of Stags 
Honiton office, said: “One thing to 
watch out for is mapping errors 
which often result in delayed 
processing of the claim by the RPA 
and consequently late payment to 
the farmer. 

“Following the Rural Land 
Register update most maps should 
now be correct, however, there are 
still instances that we come across 


where this is not the case. 

“Any changes to boundaries or 
features on the ground since re¬ 
mapping in 2009 should be 
amended.” 

Mr Dawe-Lane is advising 
farmers and landowners to ensure 
any outstanding mapping changes 
are made at the earliest opportunity 
so that new field numbers and area 
data are made available to the Rural 
Payment Agency to avoid delays in 
processing claims and payment. 

He added: “It should be 
remembered that the onus is on the 
farmer and not the Rural Payment 
Agency to ensure maps are 
correct.”

How EDDC can have imagined that 
stones and gravel being pumped through a 
large steel pipe was not going to make a lot 
of noise beggars believe. 

That pipe is right up against the back of 
the houses in Trevelyan Road.

The water going back into the sea from 
the site is being pumped back to the sea 
through the same pipe that the infill comes 
in through.

EDDC has not insisted that Tesco 
provides facilities for Seaton. 

Why? Everywhere else has had facilities 
provided — for example Gateshead where 
according to a television documentary 
Tesco is providing £150,000,000 for 
regeneration. 

What about our swimming pool and a 
new youth centre? 

As they are already spending a huge 
amount on this site another million is 
chicken feed. 

Really the only thing Sara Randall 
Johnson plus planning committee and 
department can do is resign as quickly and 
quietly as possible. But I am not holding 
my breath. 

Incidentally we in Seaton still pay more 
council tax than anywhere else in east 
Devon for reasons so out of date that I am 
amazed EDDC still has the nerve to trot 
them out.

If you 
can do a portrait, you can do 
anything.” 

“Assume you don’t know how a line 
goes — check, check and check 
again,” she said.

THE speaker at the meeting of

Councillor praises 
town whilst talking 
with seniors’ forum 


THE February meeting of the 
Axminster and District Seniors’ 
Forum had councillor John 
Jeffery as the guest speaker. 

He spoke about the town of 
Axminster and all the people who had 
contributed a great deal to the area 
and did it as matter of course not 
looking for personal gain but it was 
done because they belonged to the 
community. 

He spoke of his father and various 
people who had made things like the 
iron gates at the entrance to the Arts 
Cafe, a gentleman who had collected 
railway memorabilia. 

How as a young boy he was allowed 
to go and help the older men and be 
allowed to take a physical part of what 
was going on. 

He said he was concerned that today 
there are so many restrictions on what 
can be done it will stifle the talent that 
is in the younger generation and needs 
to be brought out. 

He felt that the skills of the older 
generation would be lost if they were 
not passed on. 

Councillor Jeffery said that the 
young people needed to be 
encouraged to take part in the life of 
the town and said the St John 
Ambulance and the scouts were 
beginning to grow in numbers. 

He felt that the senior forum should 
try to do more to encourage the young 
interact with the senior members of 


the community. 

The chairman explained that there 
had been contact with schools and 
some members had taken part in a 
computer course at the community 
college. It was a very interesting talk. 

After refreshments the closing of 
the 19 Devon County Council (DCC) 
residential homes was discussed. 

The DCC is still running its nursing 
homes due to the problem that they 
cannot obtain anyone to lease them. 
Most of them are in poor rerpair and 
prospective owners do not want the 
liability of maintaining them. 

The DCC is still looking into ways 
of disposing of the homes. 

The forum members felt that as the 
new way forward will be for people to 
be paid to stay at home when they are 
elderly, the homes could become day 
centres which will be needed to stop 
people becoming isolated. 

The chairman talked about the new 
NHS Devon Being Open. It is a policy 
in the making and it will enable the 
public to bring to the authority’s 
attention to anything they feel is not 
correct in hospitals. 

It will give details of how to proceed 
with any worries they may have and 
who to contact. 

Several of the members sit on 
committees concerning the NHS and 
gave their thoughts and opinions on 
policies that are being made such as 
Ageing Well in Devon. 


DCC and the NHS said these 
comments are invaluable to their 
policy making. 

Axminster Senior’s Forum met 
again on March 14th and the members 
held group discussions. 

It was felt that people will pass their 
opinion in a small group rather than 
talking to a larger one. 

Concerns raised were; out of hours 
surgeries, no local ambulance, how 
long would it take for one to reach 
Axminster and was there 24 hour 
cover? 

As well as; new housing, parking, 
libraries and cycle paths were issues 
also raised. 

Members were pleased to leam that 
two new bus stops had been agreed to. 

One being nearly opposite Latches 
Walk which was already in place and 
the other on the opposite side to 
Cherry Tree Road and slightly up 
from there, making it easier for 
residents coming back from town 
with shopping.

some years ago, on a freight train 
travelling from New York to San 
Francisco. 

With broad strokes on sugar 
paper, Jon combined yellows and 
reds for nose and cheeks, blue for 
eyes and shadow areas, and golden 
yellow for the forehead. The whole 
portrait was blended with a layer of 
peach pastel, resulting in a dynamic 
portrait full of warmth and 
character. 

Jon will be running a workshop in 
July to which non-members are 
very welcome, subject to there 
being spare places.

TIPS ON how to tighten our 
belts in the garden, in the 
wake of the Budget - plus, 
find out what else needs do¬ 
ing in the garden this week. 

The spring weather has 
lured enthusiastic punters to 
garden centres nationwide, 
ready to snap up a plethora 
of gorgeous plants, contain¬ 
ers and other sundries to 
make their garden dazzle 
this year.

The current 
average spend on a UK gar¬ 
den is £482.16 a year with 
42% of people spending noth¬ 
ing at all on their outdoor 
areas, according to research 
by woodcare manufacturer 
Ronseal. 

But you can have a lovely 
garden without spending 
a fortune. When money’s 
tight, there’s a crop of pru¬ 
dent measures which can be 
taken which will save you a 
lot of cash. 

Before visiting a garden 
centre, make a list first and 
only buy what is on that 
list. Work out what you re¬ 
ally need, list the plants and 
other essentials and stick 
to that list. Walk up your 
garden beforehand and see 
where the spaces are, how 
the plants you want are going 
to work and where you will 
put them. 

If you have a stack of con¬ 
tainers to fill, consider using 
permanent plantings rather 


than annuals which will 
need replacing each year. 
Check in your own garden 
to see what you may be able 
to use. Overgrown clumps 
of ornamental grasses and 
other perennial plants such 
as hostas can be lifted and 
divided and divisions of the 
plant can be used to fill pots 
and other containers. 

Hostas in particular look 
great grown in pots, their 
lush green leaves making 
any shady corner of the 
patio look exotic. 

Longer-term, scan the 
discount shelves for sale 
plants which have finished 
flowering but should be ab¬ 
solutely fine next season. You 
can often save quite a few 
pounds on perennials which 
will bloom year after year 
if you’re prepared to wait a 
while for the results. 

If you’re buying shrubs, 
buy smaller plants which 
are cheaper, as the space in- 
between can be filled with 
hardy annuals grown from 
seed that you directly sow 
into the flower beds. They 
are easy to grow, great value 
for money plus they give 
lots of colour all summer. 
Try poppies, corn flowers, 
calendula, larkspur and can¬ 
dytuft. 

Don’t wait until late April 
or early May to buy trays 
of summer bedding when 
prices will be at their peak. If 
you want annuals, sow them 
from seed, which is a much 
cheaper option. Biennial

AT the House of Lords, the 
Bishop of Exeter introduced a 
clearer list of fees payable for 
services such as weddings and 
funerals in churches. 

This should also clear up the sums 
due as extras which currently varies 
between churches. The bishop later 
issued a statement on behalf of the 
churches to the effect that 
concessions are to be made ceasing 
gift aid declarations for sums less 
than £10, which covers most 
situations of collections at church 
services. It is estimated that 
£50million a year is received by 
Anglican churches on the plates. 
With new policy from 2013, 
£5million could be added yearly. 

Churches are partway through 
Lent, have celebrated Mothering 
Sunday, and soon to come will be 
Palm Sunday, remembering the 
entry of Jesus into Jerusalem. Local 
churches often include a donkey in 
their processions and palm crosses 
are distributed, many made by the 
people of churches in the Middle 
East who are Companions of 
Deaneries in Devon. 

For Anglican parishes it is the 
season for annual church meetings, 
the election of officers and members 
of church councils and deanery 
synods due to be completed by July 
1st. Those being elected this year 
will have the task of voting on the 
issue of whether women priests 
should become bishops in the 
Church of England. Dioceses and 
deaneries are being asked to discuss 
the issues and Diocesan synods have 


to vote on them by September 2011. 
If more than half the 44 dioceses 
vote for them, the General Synod 
will be asked to give final approval; 
needing a two-thirds majority of 
bishops, clergy and laity voting 
separately. 

Father Keppell said this week: 
“It’s easy to play the blame game 
when it comes to the last week of 
our Lord’s life. And almost equally 
easy to see the excuses the leading 
characters might offer. 

“Let’s start at the top, with Pontius 
Pilate, the Roman governor. He 
knew what was going on. And he 
was the one person who had the 
power to put a stop to it. But he 
proved indecisive and weak. Pilate 
was, he certainly wasn’t a 
conviction politician. And so he 
handed Jesus over for crucifixion. 

“But look at it from Pilate’s angle 
for a moment. This wasn’t his 
quarrel. He wasn’t to blame if the 
Jews couldn’t agree about their own 
religion. So it was natural that he 
wanted to wash his hands of 
everything. 

“Then there were Jewish leaders; 
and the crowds. No doubt both 
groups had excuses for their 
contribution to our Lord’s suffering. 

“There’s a tradition of 
representing those who helped to 
bring about the crucifixion of Jesus 
as monsters of evil. The reality may 
be far more frightening: that they 
were just ordinary people like you 
and me. People whose motives and 
excuses — we find it all too easy to 
understand.”

Spring brings 
roe deer fawns 


LAST Thursday I spent the day in the 3,000-acre 
Mortimer Forest, some 12 miles from the Welsh 
Border and just below Ludlow. 

This massive forest, run by the Forestry Commission, 
is home to a unique type of deer, the long-haired fallow. 
There are in the region of 200 of this genetic type, and 
the true animal has a long shaggy coat and tufted ears. 

Sadly, I did not see a specimen but this was only a 
flying visit to discover the status of roe deer in Wales 
and in such a vast acreage of woodland the chances of 
spotting these elusive wild deer was remote. 

As far as my main mission was concerned, I 
discovered that roe have now penetrated well into 
Wales, and in Radnorshire are deeply entrenched. In 
fact, it would appear that these deer, far from naturally 
expanding their territory from England were, in fact, 
deliberately introduced and released in Welsh woodland 
around the 1970s and there is little doubt that, despite 
rigorous control to protect forestry interests, their 
expansion will continue. 

Back home, the countryside has burst into a 
cacophony of green, stimulated by the warm golden 
days of sunshine which are so welcome after the long 
and dreary winter months. 

Roes does will soon be dropping their fawns and 
though the normal time has, hitherto, been around the 
middle of May, there has been a tendency for ever 
earlier fawns to be seen. I have had a report of a day-old 
fawn, apparently healthy, seen only a week or so ago, 
but this is exceptional. 

There is no doubt that the recent spell of mild winters 
may have been an influencing factor. This is one reason 
why, in my view, the recent extension of the open 
season to control does in March was a grave error as the 
majority of breeding does are carrying well developed 
foetuses by then. 

On a more cheerful note I have had an email from a 
reader, Ana Pulteney from Ottery St Mary, to tell me 
that on March 30th she spotted a pair of swallows 
flying over the River Otter. 

Back in the 1980s, she notes, the first swallows 
tended to arrive in mid April but now the first week of 
that month seems to see the early arrivals. As yet our 
first swallows have to arrive but I am confidently 
expecting to see a pair, any day now, perched on the 
telephone wires surveying their nesting quarters in the 
stable. 

I’d like to hear from any readers who have spotted 
their first swallow immigrants and also whether 
numbers are constant or seem to be reduced. No 
mention of swallows in the latest Axe Estuary Birds 
newsletter from David Walters, but 18 wheatears have 
been spotted near Branscombe, a ring ouzel near Beer 
Head and an avocet seen on the river. 

The Garden Bird Watch recorded goldfinches as the 
most numerous species seen (167) though the result 
was slightly skewed by the fact that one garden had a 
roost of 48 of these colourful finches. 

The next most common bird was the house sparrow 
with a total of 152 seen in 28 of the 39 gardens 
surveyed. Surprising, perhaps, as we are told that the 
house sparrow is in severe decline. Nationally that may 
be so, but not in my garden where it is the dominant 
species. Some 67 species were recorded, including, 
oddly enough, a snipe, lesser redpoll, red-legged 
partridge and a heron. 

As for butterflies, I have seen only one peacock, a 
brimstone and several large whites, but it is early days 
yet and, hopefully, the current glorious weather (as I 
write) may give a boost to these lovely insects. 
However, a hummingbird hawkmoth has already been 
spotted in a lane near Bruckland Lakes. This is very 
early for this moth, but the warm weather has probably 
been responsible.

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Red Squirrel Encounter at Escot Park 


Escot Park is creating a 
unique, open access Red 
Squirrel encounter in the 
heart of the 1100 acre estate 
near Ottery St. Mary. 

The encounter will feature 
a walk-through open air 
enclosure with a 100m board 
walk, allowing visitors to 
wander through the trees 
and see the squirrels at close 
quarters. 

Red squirrels will be sup¬ 
plied by the British Wildlife 
Centre near Lingfield in 
Surrey from their own sur¬ 
plus breeding stock. In turn 
this will ensure that they 
have remote stock to call 
on in case of unforeseen 
losses. In the semi-captive 
environment at Escot, it 
is hoped that the squirrels 
will breed as freely as they 
would in the wild. There is, 
however, the possibility that 
they will breed more rapidly 
In the wild red squirrels may 
breed twice in a season if 
sufficient food is available 
but it is common for their 
food supply to become less 
plentiful during the sum¬ 
mer, affecting their ability 
to produce a second litter. 
This natural food shortage 


will not be replicated at 
Escot and therefore two lit¬ 
ters per year may be more 
commonplace. 

The project itself is part 
of a larger ambition of the 
Red Squirrel Project South 
West (RSSW) initiative to 
eventually return reds to the 
wild in the South West. This 
is not currently possible as 
the abundant grey squirrel 
carries a virus deadly to 
reds but to which greys are 
immune. 

Educating the public as 
to the plight of this iconic 
native mammal is a top 
priority of the project. An 
essential part of this educa¬ 
tion is allowing the public 
the opportunity to really get 
to know this rarely encoun¬ 
tered and often misunder¬ 
stood creature. 

So just how much do you 
know about red squirrels? 
Red squirrels are often as¬ 
sociated with hazelnuts but 
their diet is amazingly di¬ 
verse, including seeds and 
nuts, as one would expect, 
but they will also dine on 
lichen, flowers, caterpil¬ 
lars and even small verte¬ 
brates. Red squirrels build 


two dreys (nests) per year, 
one for summer and one for 
winter. Like us red squirrels 
can be left or right handed. 
Then there is the matter of 
hibernation, except that red 
squirrels don’t hibernate! 
As well as having the op¬ 
portunity to learn through 
observation, Escot has do¬ 
nated space in a large barn 
adjacent to the enclosure 
which will become a class¬ 
room and interpretation 
centre. Escot’s expert team 
includes a full time Nature 
Ranger and full time Ed¬ 
ucation Ranger who will 
be responsible for keeping 
visitors up-to-date with the 
squirrels’ progress once the 
project is completed. 

The project is supported by 
a 50% grant from Making 
it Local, a locally managed 
grants scheme in the Black- 
down Hills and East Devon 
AONB areas, incorporat¬ 
ing funding from the EU, 
Defra, South West RDA and 
Leader.

K EN Horn, 61, has become one of the 
nation’s favourite celebrity chefs 
and over the years, his name has 
become synonymous with far eastern food. 

In addition to his TV career, he’s written more 
than 20 cookery books, has a hugely successful 
wok and accessory range and has been a 
consultant to airlines and hotels worldwide. 
Mild mannered he may be, but slouch he isn’t. 

It seems a lot’s changed since the Chicago chef 
came to the UK. Now, after an illustrious career, 
the 61-year-old is trying to take life a little 
easier. He splits his time between France and 
Thailand and loves to travel, but he’s definitely 
not ready to hang up his wok just yet. Ater all, 
his passion for food is yet to abate. 

“One of the reasons I don’t eat breakfast is 
because I often dream about food, so I feel full 
when I wake up. When I have nightmares, the 
usual one is that I’m preparing a meal for about 
100 people which isn’t ready and I’m running 
late.” 

Given his ongoing obsession for food, Horn is 
still hungry for recipe success and as such, the 
BBC recently published his latest book Ken 
Horn — Complete Chinese Cookbook. 

His enthusiasm for the book is infectious. It’s 
easy to find yourself absentmindedly planning a 
veritable Chinese feast while he passionately 
speaks about some of the 244 mouth-watering 
dishes in the publication: “The book is pretty 
comprehensive. Some things are quite 
complicated while others are very simple, so 
there’s something for everyone,” he gushes. 

He looks back at his career with fondness and 
is proud of the contribution he’s made in 
bringing Chinese cuisine into the nation’s 
kitchens. 

Here are some of Ken Horn’s delicious recipes 
to try... 

Barbecued roast pork 

(Serves 6 to 8)) 

1kg boneless pork shoulder 
3-5tbsp honey, for basting 
For the marinade: 

2tbsp light soy sauce 

2tbsp Shaoxing rice wine or dry sherry 

2tbsp sugar 

ltbsp whole yellow bean sauce 
2tbsp finely chopped garlic 


2tbsp hoisin sauce 

2tbsp fermented red beancurd 

ltbsp five-spice powder 

Salt and black pepper 

Cut the pork into 18x10cm strips. 

Mix the marinade ingredients in a bowl, add 
the pork, and leave overnight in the fridge. 

Preheat the oven to 180°C/350°F/Gas Mark 4. 
While it’s heating up, place the pork strips on a 
rack in a roasting pan, breast side up. 

Put 150ml of water into the roasting pan. (This 
will prevent the fat from splattering.) Put the 
pork into the oven and roast for 45 minutes, 
basting from time to time with the honey. 

Turn the heat up to 200°C/400°F/Gas Mark 6 
and continue to roast for a further 15 mi nutes. 

Remove the pork from the oven and leave until 
it’s cool enough to handle. Slice thinly and 
serve. 

Aubergine with sesame sauce 

(Serves 4) 

675g Chinese or regular aubergines 
For the sauce: 

2tbsp sesame paste or peanut butter 

?tsp roasted and ground Sichuan peppercorns 

2tbsp sesame oil 

2tsp chilli oil 

2tsp sugar 

ltbsp finely chopped garlic 

2tsp chilli bean sauce 

2tbsp finely chopped fresh coriander 

Salt 

Preheat the oven to 200°C/400°F/Gas Mark 6. 
Put the aubergines into a roasting tin and bake 
them for about 35 minutes if they’re the Chinese 
variety, or 50 minutes if they’re the larger 
variety. They should be charred outside and 


tender inside. Allow them to cool thoroughly 
before peeling them. Set aside until you’re ready 
to use them. 

To serve the dish, mix all the sauce ingredients 
together, season with one and a half teaspoons of 
salt, add the cooked aubergines and mix well. 
Serve at once, at room temperature. 

Warm banana compote in plum 
wine with candied ginger 

(Serves 4-6) 

1 vanilla pod, split in half, or ltsp vanilla 
extract 

2tsp sugar 

300ml Japanese sweet plum wine or port wine 

6 ripe bananas 

2tsp unsalted butter, cut into small pieces 
(optional) 

2tbsp finely chopped candied ginger 

ltbsp lemon juice 

Scrape out the inside of each half of the vanilla 
pod, if using, and put into a bowl with the sugar. 

Put the plum wine into a wok or a large frying 
pan and add the vanilla pods. Bring to a simmer 
until reduced by one third. 

Peel the bananas and cut them in half 
lengthways. 

Add them to the reduced plum wine, together 
with the sugar and vanilla seed mixture (or the 
vanilla extract) and simmer for five minutes, 
until warmed through. 

Whisk in the butter, if using, then add the 
candied ginger and lemon juice. Serve 
immediately.

CARLOS Saldanha, director 
of the phenomenally 
successful Ice Age films, 
ventures to sunnier climes 
for this joyous computer- 
animated romantic comedy. 

Set to intoxicating Brazilian 
rhythms and bursting with 
colour, Rio follows the same 
template as Ice Age, introducing 
us to a menagerie of wacky and 
neurotic critters, whose fates rest 
in the balance. 

Slapstick comedy here comes 
from a gang of larcenous 
monkeys, who pick the pockets 
of unsuspecting tourists, and a 
bulldog suffering from excessive 
saliva. 

Drool is cool as the mangy 


mutt and his chums prove that 
teamwork can overcome any 
obstacle and unite the entire 
feathered and furry cast for a 
song and dance number over the 
end credits. 

Don Rhymer peppers his script 
with a few one-liners for parents 
but Rio is skewed predominantly 
towards a younger audience, 
keeping the first fluttering s of 
romance off screen. 

Blu is a domesticated blue 
macaw who lives in relative 
luxury in the sleepy community 
of Moose Lake, Minnesota. 

The bird doesn’t want for 
anything, his hot chocolate made 
to perfection with six mini 
marshmallows by his doting 
owner and best friend Linda. 


Brazilian conservationist Tulio 
arrives in Moose Lake to ask 
Linda to bring Blu to Rio de 
Janeiro, so the rare bird can mate 
with the only known female blue 
macaw. Jewel. 

Eventually, Linda agrees and 
she and Blu head to South 
America, which is in the grip of 
carnival season. 

No sooner has Blu met Jewel 
than the birds are kidnapped by 
greedy animal smugglers led by 
the nefarious Marcel. 

While Blu is a scaredy cat, 
resigned to his fate, Jewel 
orchestrates a daring escape bid, 
evading the clutches of the 
smuggler’s feathered sidekick, a 
conniving cockatoo called Nigel. 

However, since Blu is unable 


to fly, the macaws have limited 
escape options and as Nigel and 
the smugglers give chase, Blu 
and Jewel must rely on the help 
of a toucan called Rafael and 
wise-cracking city birds Pedro 
and Nico) to find their way back 
to Linda and Tulio. 

Rio treads a familiar and 
predictable path, but does so in 
style, opening with a glorious 
aerial sequence through the 
Brazilian rainforests, where 
birds soar and swoop in 
choreographed formations.
